plants and big machme shops, the in¬ 
ducement to buy always including the 
argument that **their use would de* 
crease the pay-roll list and increase 
the pronts.** 

In this great machinery exhibit we 
found one of the labor displacing lift¬ 
ing magnets. It was a sixty.two.inch 
affair and the salesman in charge of 
this display advanced the informa¬ 
tion that the harmless looking device 
was capable, when connected with an 
electric wire, of lifting from ten to 
fifteen tons. One of the magnets was 
connected with a crane that had been 
erected between the two buildings 
at the exposition grounds, and by the 
simple movement of several levers 
operated by one mnn it ivai demon¬ 
strated that scrap and pig iron could 
be lifted and deposited at the will of 
the operator. 

Dock Laborera Hh 

Literature supplied by the exhibitor 
show’ed that two of these labor-dis¬ 
placing magnets had unloaded 4.000,- 
000 pounds of machine cast pig iron 
in ten hours and thirty minutes. This 
record was made in unloading the 
steamship Erwin L. Fisher, at the 
bl.ist furnace ore dock of the Island 
Steel company. • nc of the subsidiaries 
of the steel trust, at Indiana Harbor. 
Ind. 

The steamship docked at 7:15 a m ; 
the work of unloading begar. 7:^S 
a m. and was completed at 6.J15 m 
The boat cleared at 7:20 p. m. the 
«.Tme day. As work was au'.p^tided 
for thirty minntrs at noon the actual 
time foi unloading was only ten and 
one-hatf hours. 

Before the introduction of the mag¬ 
nets it required the services of twen- 
jty-eight men working two days and 
jtw’o nights to unload a boat of this 
capacity. N’ow two operators sta- 
i tioned in the cages of the traveling 
I cranes do the work in less than ele>'en 
I hours, and the only assistance they 
I get is from two laborers during the 
last two hours of the unloading, these 
men getting the pig iron in better 
position .at the bottom of the hold of 
the vessel. 

j It can also be seen that the saxnng 
I IS not confined to the twenty-four or 
twenty-five men actually displaced in 
the unloading operation. Formerly 
when it required the services of many; 
nicji from fifty to sixty hours to un- 
load the cargo, the sailors, firemen, i 
engineers, electricians and others who I 
makeiup the crew of the vessel, took! 
a generon* rest and found t*me to g-» 
acquainted with their ^;«mtli^s .nnd 
friends in port. At the same time 
they knew they were being carried 
on the pay ro?' But when the mag¬

I must have 
been studying Socialism for years 
with a beclouded brain. I was 
under the impression that we So¬ 
cialists were teaching the people 
* pure democracy, a government of. 
for and by the people, but a gov¬ 
ernment, and a government that 
controls. I can see no difference 
between your d»'Ctrine and the an¬ 
archistic: yon both of you teach 
no government control .Nccord- 
ing to your criticism when each 
person is able to provide hiin<el( • 
with the '’necessities and romfortt 
of life” he will then be perfectly 
satisfied. In other words, if a 


man's stomach is tilled, his morals 
will be better. I think to the con- 
tr.iry. The morals of today, al¬ 
though held ill check by govern¬ 
ment laws, are better as a rule 
among the workingmen than 
among his broihers who have 
more of the comforts of life N*o, 
my dear comrade, we cannot 
le:«ve the mdividu.'il free to regu¬ 
late liituseif. We* must have laws 
I • rcktubte, but they r:ust be 
they must be fair to all. they must 
11.u be made i-.r a class, but for 


less expense. This means that the 
hours of the workers for rxst have 
been decreased, and not so many men 
will be required at the ship-yards. 

And when we looked at the name 
plate oa th« magnet to learn where 
these time-saving devices w'cre manu¬ 
factured we learned that the place 
was none other than Milw-aukee! 

And further investigatun shows' 
that the majority of the workingmen 
who made those magnets are Social 
tits, for a str»w vote taken at the 
plant where the magnets are made 
just before the Socialists captured 
Milwaukee county proved that more 
than 70 per cent of the men were go¬ 
ing to vote the tttaight Socialist 
ticket. 

So the Sccialisti of Milwaukee in 
more ways than one arc hastening the 
clay of emancipation.

JM^AGKETS! Lifting makers! 
Thete labor saving—or 

rather laoor ditplacing de- 
Yicet have been on the market for 
about four years, but their importance 
ID reducing the number of names on 
the pay rolls of the capitalists* insti¬ 
tutions have been realized only within 
the last twelve or eighteen months. 
But within that time their introduc¬ 
tion has added thousands of men to 
the army of unemployed and within 
the next two years their further use 
will add tens of thousands to the 
already overcrowded army. 

One day last May, Ralph Kom- 
fold of Los Angeles, CaU and the 
writer watched two of thete lifting 
magnets unloading scrap and pig iron 
at the Homestead plant of the Car¬ 
negie Steel company. * 

’'Thofc two young men operating 
the two ma^ets from the cages of 
those traveling electric cranes are 
now doing the work it formerly re- 
qnired twenty-five men to do” s«id 
the foreman of the department in re¬ 
ply to an inquiry. 

r urther inquiry developed the fact 
that the two young men operators of 
the cranes and raagngH did the work 
so rapidly that they were employed 1 
only part of the time, while the! 
twenty-fiire men who formerly did the 
work were employed all of the time. 

In fourteen other parts of the 
works we found the same kind of 
magnets bad performed the same kind 
of service in the way of decreasing 
the pay-roll lists, which in cold fig¬ 
ures means that twenty-eight men 
are now employed part of the time, 
where formerly it required 350 work¬ 
ers to remain constantly on the job. 
And the end it not yet, for more and 


more of these labor displacing and 
increased profit-making devices are 
to he installed in other departments 
of the mill. 

Same Story Everyvhera. 

The following week we made a 
visit to the plants of the Crucible 
Steel, the American Steel and Wire, 
Mackintosh & Hemple, National 
Tube. Jone* S: Laughlin and other 
companies in the smoke bell, and the 
magnets at ail of these places were 
in evidence equally as strong. At 
the South Side works of Jones & 
Laughlin the superintendent of nne 
of the depanmcius made this startling 
statement: »

Under-Assessed! 

Another example of the intelligence and aagacity displayed by the as- 
•eaaora, ia ahown in the anesament of the Random I.ake Ice company. 
This company ia located at 064 Locuat street in the Twenty-first ward, and 
their ice house stands on the west bank of the river, directly north of 
Locuat street bridge. 

The personal property assessment of this concern is as follows: Horaea, 
38. assessed valuation. $9,500; wagons. 25, aaaeaacd valuation $2,500; stock, 
$7,500; aU other personal property, $500; total, $20,000. 

The stock represents the ice which was in storage on the first of May. 
As they sell 2,ooo-pound books for $6 and i.ooo-pound books for $4, a 
very conservative estimate of the market value of the ice while in Morage 
would be $4 per ton n{ s4xx> pounds. This would mean that on the first of 
May they had in storage 1,875 tons of ice. according to the assessor. With 
their eqnipment they deliver at least 250 tons per day. This would mean 
that their season lasta about seven days! Anybody can tee the absolute 
absurdity and incoir oetency of this assessment. 

As a matter of . set their icehouse,' which even at the present time is 
about two.thirdt filled up. has a capacity of about 15.000 tons, and the aa- 
aeiament, instead of being $7,500 for their stock, should be at laaat $50,000 
—that is for the atock on hand on the first of May.
